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Early voting spikes statewide 


More than half a million 
early votes cast; experts 
differ on reasons why

Early voting for this year’s Illinois midterm 
election saw a huge spike compared with 
the 2010 midterms. 

Statewide, 500,003 people voted ear- 
ly—and that number does not include ab- 
sentee ballots. In 2010, just 382,847 voted 
early, according to the Illinois State Board 
of Elections. 

Experts offer conflicting theories on 
why early turnout was so high. 

Jim Tenuto, a spokesman for the state 
Board of Elections, theorized that more 
people went to the polls this year because 
the early voting period, which began Oct. 20, 
stretched through the weekend, ending 
Sunday. In 2010, the last day to vote early 
was the Thursday before Election Day. 

“People tend to get more interested as it 
moves closer,” Tenuto said. “Or people just 
put it off to the last minute.” 

A group supporting a hike in the mini- 
mum wage claimed credit last week for the 
early-voting bump. 

“To say that we shattered [turnout re- 
cords] is an understatement,” Scott Vogel, a 
spokesman for Raise Illinois, told RedEye. 

Vogel credits a referendum on the ballot 
asking voters whether the statewide mini- 
mum wage should be raised to $10. The 
current minimum wage in Illinois is $8.25 
for non-tipped workers. 

“The sheer amount of engagement and 
voter contact is such that—and of a certain 
demographic— outreach is clearly working. 
If you look at where the votes are coming 
from, [that’s} the demographic that we’re 
doing outreach to,” Vogel said. “The limita- 
tion, of course, is that we know that people 
voted; we don’t know how they voted.” 

The referendum is non-binding—it is 
meant to gauge voters’ opinions on the issue 
and will have no direct effect on the mini- 
mum wage. The referendum has been wide- 
ly characterized as a way to get left-leaning 
voters to the polls in a tight election year. 

Vogel claims that since Raise Illinois’ get- 
out-the-vote effort targeted demographics 
most likely to vote for a minimum wage 
increase, the minimum wage question is 
responsible for the increased early turnout. 

But it’s impossible to say whether that’s 
accurate, said Courtney Greve, a spokes- 
woman for the Cook County Clerk’s of- 
fice, which handles elections for the Chi-

cago suburbs. 

“While there’s no way to know specifi- 
cally why people came out to vote in such 
great numbers already, we certainly ap- 
plaud any group for encouraging voters to 
participate,” Greve said. 

Vogel conceded that voters’ motivations 
aren't apparent. 

“Ts there one hard statistical clue? No, but

I think we feel comfortable saying that when 
you look at the entire picture ... we’re pretty 
confident that minimum wage is giving peo- 
ple a reason to vote and a reason to come out 
when they haven't before,” Vogel said. 

In David Yepsen’s experience, turnout 
is driven by candidates rather than ballot 
questions, especially when those questions 
are advisory rather than binding. More 
sophisticated targeting technology has 
played a part, as well, he said. 

“It would be pretty hard to say it was 
this over the race for governor or one of 
the Congressional races or a local race,” 
said Yepsen, director of the Paul Simon 
Public Policy Institute at Southern Illinois 
University. “I don’t doubt that groups like 
{Raise Illinois} are out there working for it. 
... The question I have is, how do we know 
if this is above and beyond what the turn- 
out would have been?” 

Yepsen said Raise Illinois’ credit-claim- 
ing is simply political. 

“I wouldn't expect them to come out and 
say three days before the election, “We're not 
getting anyone to turn out for this,’” he said. 
“Three days before the election, they're go- 
ing to say, ‘Oh, everybody’s voting and let’s go 
vote.’ It’s just part of the campaign.”

A sea of politicians drifted across Illinois on the 
eve of Election Day, urging supporters to make 
sure they cast a ballot and making a late-hour 
pitch for the backing of the undecided. 

Much of the attention was focused on the tight 
race between Democratic Gov. Pat Quinn, who 
is seeking a second elected term, and Republican 
challenger Bruce Rauner, a first-time candidate. 
The two candidates have reported raising a com- 
bined $96 million since March 2013, making it like- 
ly they will have spent double the previous record 
of $50.5 million set in 2010 
between Quinn and GOP 
state Sen. Bill Brady. 


Voters also will be de- 
ciding a series of other 
statewide races and bal- 
lot questions: 


» Democratic U.S. Sen. 
Dick Durbin is seeking 

a fourth term against 
Republican state Sen. Jim 
Oberweis of Sugar Grove, 
who is making his third 
bid for the U.S. Senate. 


» Democratic Attorney 
General Lisa Madigan is 
seeking her fourth term 
against Republican Paul 
Schimpf, an attorney from Downstate Waterloo, 
while Democratic Secretary of State Jesse White 
is seeking a fifth term against Mike Webster, a 
Republican from Willowbrook.

» Republican Comptroller Judy Baar Topinka is 
seeking a second term in that office and is being 
challenged by Democrat Sheila Simon, the state’s 
current lieutenant governor. 


» And in an open-seat contest for state Treasurer, 
Republican state Rep. Tom Cross of Oswego is 
facing Democratic state Sen. Mike Frerichs of 
Champaign. Current Treasurer Dan Rutherford is 
vacating the office after an unsuccessful bid for 
the GOP governor’s nomination. 


» Voters statewide also will be deciding whether 
to ratify two proposed amendments to the Illinois 
Constitution. One proposal would give crime vic- 
tims more rights, information and participation in 
cases against a perpetrator, while another would 
explicitly prohibit laws that would discriminate 
against voters’ rights. 


» Three non-binding statewide proposals also are 
on the ballot, widely regarded as an effort to gen- 
erate Democratic turnout. Voters are being asked 
if they support an increase in the state’s $8.25-an- 
hour minimum wage to $10, a 3 percent tax on 
incomes of $1 million or more with added revenue 
dedicated to schools, and if employer prescription 
drug plans for employees should be mandated to 
cover birth control.

First tenants move into 
1 World Trade Center 


Thirteen years after the Sept. 11 attacks, the 
first tenants moved their belongings into the 
newly built 1 World Trade Center with enthu- 
siasm tinged by emotional remembrance. 

About 200 Conde Nast employees Mon- 
day walked through the revolving doors of the 
building, America’s tallest skyscraper—the 
first wave of 3,400 company staffers to oc- 
cupy the 104-story gleaming tower in Lower 
Manhattan by February 2015. 

One World Trade Center is the 1,776-foot 
skyscraper that replaced the destroyed twin 
towers on the lower Manhattan skyline. 

“This is a terrific day for Lower Manhat- 
tan, a wonderful day for New York City and 
an absolutely great day for Conde Nast,” 
said Conde Nast’s chief executive, Charles 
‘Townsend. 

The publishing company, which owns The 
New Yorker, Vanity Fair and other magazines, 
is the first renter to set up offices in the tower, 
where it will occupy floors 20 to 44. 

1 World Trade Center stands on the loca- 
tion where more than 2,700 people perished 
when hijacked planes slammed into the twin 
towers on Sept. 11, 2001. It is directly across 
from the 9/11 Memorial. 

Some spoke of history going full circle at 
last. 

Maryanne Casey, who works for a legal affil- 
iate of Conde Nast, said moving into her new 
office evoked particularly personal memories. 
She once worked at the World Trade Center 
and her firefighter brother helped in the after- 
math of the attacks. 

“It’s a great tribute to America to see this,” 
she said. “I’m very proud to work here.” 

The new building is more than 58 percent 
leased, according to a statement from the 
Durst Organization, a real estate company 
that manages the property jointly with the 
Port Authority of New York and New Jersey.

Every morning, Christine (Nicole Kidman) 
wakes up confused and frightened. Who is 
this strange man next to her? Fortunately her 
husband (Colin Firth) has arranged photos of 
them on the bathroom wall with explanatory 
Post-it notes. He repeats the same speech on 
a daily basis: Christine had an accident that 
erases her memory every night and reverts her 
back to what she knew in her early 20s. She 
doesn’t seem to recall anything about her fam- 
ily or (assumedly) the plot of “50 First Dates,” 
in which Drew Barrymore’s character was a 
similar amnesiac. 

Adapted by writer-director Rowan Joffe 
from S.J. Watson’s 2011 novel, “Before I Go 
to Sleep” —which would’ve been similarly 
valid had it documented your pre-slumber 
routine of washing up, scanning Facebook 
and watching “Friends” reruns —wants to be 
a classy, spooky thriller. Firth, Kidman and 
Mark Strong, as a neuropsychologist asking 
Christine to keep a secret video diary, hold the 
line in that effort.

possible explanations presented with only two 
other major characters established besides 
Christine, so you've pretty much got a 50/50 
chance with any guesses of culpability. If the 
implausible, sometimes-predictable “Before I 
Go to Sleep” pulls a fast one on you, it probably 
will be because the twist couldn't possibly have 
really happened. 

At least the film’s shorter and tighter than 
“The Railway Man,” Kidman and Firth’s mildly 
superior collaboration earlier this year, and it’s 
not as if there’s no fun in figuring out who’s 
protecting and who’s hiding information from 
a woman vulnerable, in theory, to a fictional life 
being constructed around her. But a marital 
thriller that you laugh at with two minutes of 
post-movie conversation isn’t really generating 
the right discussion.
